Estimates forthe Mails—The Naval Appro- 
priation Bill—Other Business, 

WASHINGTON, June 21,—The speaker laid 
before the house a communication from acting 
secretary of the treasury submitting an esti- 
mate of the appropriation amounting to $626,- 
714 for the transportation of mails on non- 
subsidized railroads, controlled by the Central 
Pacific railroad company.

A BATCH OF VETOES. 


President Sends in Fifteen Bills 


Without His Signatures. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The president to- 
day sentto congress fifteen veto messages, six 
of which were sent to the senate aud nine to 
the house. In his message vetoing a bill graut- 
ingapension to Elizabeth S. DeKraff, the 
president says his objection is that itis of no 
possible advantage to the benificiary; thatthe 
present pension laws give ber all the ad- 
vantages which she would receive under the 
speciallaw. The president adds: 

Jam-‘so thoroughly tired of disapproving gifts of 
pub:ic money to individuals who,in my view,have 
cnright or claim to the same, noiwithstanding the 
apprrent congressional sanction, that I interpose, 
with a feeling of relief ina case where | find it un- 
necessary, to determine the merits of the applica- 
tion. In speaking of promiscuous and ill advised 
grants of pensions which have lately beeu present- 
ed to me for approval, I have spoken of their ‘“‘ap-

parent congressional Sanction’ in re- 
cognition of the fact that a large 


proportion of- these bills have never been 
submittcd toa majority of either branch of con- 
egress, but are the result of nominal sessions held 
for the express purpose of their consideration, and 
attended by a small minority of the members of 
the respective houses of the legislative branch of 
the government, Thus, in considering these bills, 
I have not felt that I was aided by the deliberate 
judgment of congress: and when I have deemed it 
my duty to disapprove many of the bills presented, 
I have hardly regarded my action as a dissent 
from the conclusions of the people's representa- 
tives, and I have not been insensible to suggestions 
which should influence every Citizen, either in 


private station or Official place, to exhib- 
it not only a just but generous appre- 
ciation of the services of oir country’s 


Gefenders. In reviewing pension legislation 
presented tome many biils have been appoved 
upon the theory that every doubt should be re- 
solved in favor of the proposed heneiiciary. I have 
not, however, been able to entirely divest myself 
ofthe ideathat public money appropriated for 
pebsions fs a soldier's fund which should be de- 
voted to the indemnification of those who, in de- 
fense of the union and in the nation’sservice, have 
worthbily deserved, and who, inthe days of their 
dependence, resulting from sich suffering, are en- 
titled to the benefactions of their government. 


This reflection lends to the _ bestowal 
of pensions a kind of sacredness 
which invites the adoption ot such 


principles and regulations as will exclude the per- 
version as well asinsure hberal and generous ap- 
ee of grateful and benevolent designs. 

eediessness end disregard of the principle which 
underlies the granting of pensions is unfair to the 
wounded, crippled soldier, who is honored in just 
recognition of his government. Such a man should 
never find himself side by side onthe pension 
roll with those who hBave been tempted to attrib- 
ute their natural ills to which humanity is heir, to 
service 2 the army. Every relaxation of principle 
in the granting of pensions, invites applications 
without merit and encourages those who, for 
gain urge honest men to become dishonest. This 
Is @ demoralizing lesson taught the people.ihat as 
against the public treasury, thelmost questionable 
expedients are allowable. During the present 
session ofcongress 49) special peusion bills have 
been submitted to me and I am advised that 111 
more have received the favorable action of both 
houses of congress and will be  giceene withina 
day or two, making over 600 of these bills which 
have been passed Up to this time during the pres- 
eut tession, nearly three times the number 


passed at any entire sessiou since 1881. With 
the pension bureau fully equipped and 
regulated by the most liberal rales 


in active operation, supplemented in its work by 
constant special legislation, it certainly is not un- 
reasonable to suppose that in all @the years that 
have elapsed since the close of war, majority of 
meritorious claims for pensions have been present- 
ed ard determined. I have now more than 130 of 
these bills before me awaiting exeutive action. It 
will be impossible to bestow upon them all the 
€Xamination they deserve and many will proba- 
bly become operative which’shon!d be rejected. In 
thetmeantime I venture to sigge-t the significanc? 
of the startling increase in this kind of legislation 
and the consequences involved in its continu- 
ance.’ 
The bilJs providing for the erection of pub-

Acarrses of Count Muscioli, Bearer of the Zuchetta 
on Presenting the Same to theArchbishop 
~His Eminence’s Reply—The Formali- 
ties of the Occasion—Other News, 


NEW York, June 21.—The Servia, with the 
papal oblegate bearing the beretta to Cardinal 
Gibbons, of Baltimore, arrived this morning. 
The embassy left for Baltimore at ten o’clock. 
The Servia was met at quarantine by Rev. Dr. 
J. S&S. Foley, vicar general of the diocese of 
Baltimore; Rev. Dr. A. L. Magnien, president 
of St. Mary’sseminary; Rev. Dr. P. L. Chapelle, 
of Washington; Major John D. Keily, Jr., of 
Brooklyn; Colonel John McAnery, of Jersey 
City; Patrick Farrelly and James McMaster, 
of this city. The embassy from the pope were 
Mong. Straniero, Count Mucciola and Rey 
T.S. Lee. At 4 o’clock this afternoon the 
zucchetta will be presented to Archbishop Gib- 
bons by the noble guard, Count Mucciolo, 
The ceremony will be private and without the 
pomp and display that will accompany the 
investiture of the berrata, which will take 
place in the cathedral on June 30th. The 
count is a young man of 25. Monseignor 
Staniero is JS years old.» The honor of repre- 
senting the pope to the Catholic church in 
America was conferred after distinguished 
services. 

ARRIVAL IN BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, June 21.—Shortly before three 
o’clock this afternoon the papal embassy bear- 
ing the official notification of the elevation to 
the cardinalate of Archbishop Gibbons, of the 
diocese of Baltimore, arrived at Union Station. 
They were met bya large number of clergy- 
men, including Monsignor McColgan, vicar 
general of the dioceso, and Bishop Kave, of 
Richmond. They were all driven to the 
;piscopal palace, with the exception of Count 
Muscioli, who repaired to the hotel Rennert, 
where he exchanged his civilian’s dress for the 
full uniform of the Noble Guards. AS soon 
as his toilet was arranged, a 
courier™ was dispatched to the Episcopal 
palace to notify the cardinal-elect of the ap- 
proach of the pope’s representative. When 
the palace was reached the count, accompanied 
by Kev. Father Foley and Major Keiley, was 
ushered into the handsome south parlor, 
which is adorned with portraits of the arch- 
bishop of Baltimore. Cardinal Gibbons stood 
silently in the center of the room, robed in 
archepiscopal vestments and surrounded by a 
large number of clergymen and prominent 
lsymen. The bearer of the zuchetta entered, 
baring the brilliant uniform of the Noble 
Guard, with a sword aud massive gold and 
silver heimet, and walked directly to within 
a few feet of his eminence, where he stood and 


PRESENTING THE ZUCHETTE. 

‘Your Grace: 1 have the high honor to bring to 
you from Rome the first oficial account of your 
cleyation to the dignity of a cardinal which was 
décided iu a secret consistory held in the vatican, 
on the 7th of June. I havealsothe honor to pre- 
sent to you the first insignia of your new dignity, 
sent to you by the holy father, by my hands, I 
bope that your eminence may wear. it for many 
yeals.’’ 

Turning to the salver-bearer, who had en- 
tered with him, he took from the plate official 
letters, bearing the impress of the fisherman’s 
ring, which he handed to his eminence, who 
in turn handed them to bis secretary, Rev, 
Father Foley. who read them. 

The first was dated at Kome, June 7th, 1555, 
and was as follows: . 

In the secret consistory of this morning, his 
holiness has ceigned to elevate to the} sublime 
Gignity of the cardinalate Monsignor James 
Gibbons, archbishop of Baltimore. The uader- 
signed, cardinal and brother of his holiuess, sends

Tbe second letter, written from the apos- 
tolic palace of the vatican, was similar in 
tone to the first, and was signed by Theodol- 
plus, Cardinal Mertel, vice-chancellor of the 
hcely Roman empire. 

The count then handed the cardinal the 
zerchetta, or skull cap, which signifies the 
physical force of the church, which was in- 
closed in a dome-shaped casket of red and 
gold. His eminence placed the cap upon his 
head and said impressively: 

THE CARDINAL'S SPEECH. 

Noble count—1 beg tothank you most sincerely 
for the message you bear me from our holy father, 
the pope, and for the kind language in which you 
expressed your personal congratulations, In re: 
turn I tenceryouamost hearty welcome to the 
city of Baltimore. Comingas the representative 
of the holy father, any representative of his, 
however humble, is sure to be received 
with open arms when he lands on our shores, But, 
noble count, ] Geem it my special duty, inasmuch 
as you come as the bearerot the insignia of the high 
ofhce to which he has been pleased to.elevate ine, 
Though you are personally a stranger to me, I am 
pleased the holy father has selected you, as I 
know you well by reputation. I have no doubt 
that wherever you go over the broad laad you will 
receive that warm fricidship characteristic of the 
United States. And when you return to your 
sunny ]taly, you will be able to tell the holy father 
bow much he is venerated in this land of the 
free. 

KISSING THE CARDINAL'S RING, 

When the cardinal finished speaking all the 
clergy present approached and kissed his ring, 
and received the ecclesiastical embrace. 

When the congratulations were over, Mon- 
signor Straniero, who bears tie beratta to be 
imposed on the cardinal on the 50th instant., 
entered the room and was formally introduced 
to his eminence. The presence of the bearer 
of the beratta in the [house was not supposed 
to be known to the cardinal-elect until he had 
received the zuchetta, which really makes its 
receiver a cardinal. The ambassadors from 
Rome, together with a large number of invited 
guests, dined at the arch episcopal )alace im-

FIRE AND LOSS OF LIFE. 


An Exposition Building in Boston Destroyed 
by the Flames. 

Boston, June 21.—The New England insti- 
tute fair building was burned this afternoon. 
Four workmen were killed. The building 
was occupied as acar shed by the Metropoli- 
tan horse railway. The company loses $250,- 
0( 0, fully insured. 

The building was built by the New England 
mavufacturers and mechanics’ institute for 
exhibition at a cost of nearly $500,000. Last 
winter it was purchased by the Metropolitan 
street railroad company for $300,000. The 
fire Was first discovered by a man working a 
half mile away and before he could give the 
alarm,the fire had gained rapid headway. 
Workmen sought to save their tools and many 
were badly burned before they could get out 
(f the building, while others were 
unable to escape. Within the building were 
about €00 boxcars, only one of which was 
saved. As soon ass it was learned that lives 
bad been lost in the building all the streams 
were turned to the rear of tne structure, and 
the firemen bravely forced their way into the 
blazing ruins to rescue the bodies. The flames 
refused to surrender until they had burned 
everything combustible within range, and the 
work of rescue was attended with great dan- 
ger. Thechared remains oftwo were brought 


out and are thought to be 
those of William Taylor and 
a man named Frost, both carpenters. It is 


believed other bodies are buried in the debris, 
as several workmen are missing. All is con- 
fusion at present, and no correct statement of 
the Joss of life can yet be made. The flames 
are still burning in the interior of the build- 
ing, of which nothing is left standing except 
the lower portion of the walls. : 
It was at the east end of the building inthe 
carpenter’s Shop that the most heartrending 
incident occurred. A man, whose name is not 
ygt known, was driven out of the window of 


the second story by the flames. He was 
about to leap, and had put one leg 
over the window sill, when the _ roof 


fe]] in and pinned him fast to the spot where 
he was. No ladder company had arrived, and 
the crowd outside were powerless to render 
assistance. The flames followed almost in- 
stantly, and the imprisoned man underwent 
agonizing torture before the horcified eyes of 


bis friends below. Two of his fellow- 
workwen, John McNulty and J. F, 
Fallon, were horribly burned while 


trying to scale the wall to reach their dying 
comrade. His sufferings were mercifully 
short, The awful furnace flame soon wrapped 
him «bout with fire, and the smoke hiding 
him during his last moments from the gaze of 
spectators. Not long after the wall itself gave 
way and nothing more was seen. 

There were many men inside when the fire 
broke out, snd all rushed for the rear win- 
Cows. Most of them were he!ped out, but 
while the rush was being made, to ove of the 
windows at which a scorched and bleeding 
face was seen, the person who had been look- 
ing out fell back into the seething mass and 
was past all help. A colored man, name 
unknown, went back into the burning building 


ta save some property and was notseen to 
come out again. Chester L. MHazel- 
tine and E. L. Farran. had plenty of 


opportunity to escape, but endeavored to 
pull ont some of the cars and were fright- 
fully burned. While thousands of spectators 
were viewing, from neighboring roofs, the 
magnificent spectacle, a horrible tragedy was 
being enacted witbin, and all out of sight and 
unkunewn tothethrong. After the fiames had 
been sufliciently extinguished, search was be- 
gun among the charred ruins for possibig vie-

TRISL OF THE ANARCHISTS. 


The Chicago Murderers Arraigned in Court — 
Getting Upa Jury. 

Cuicaco, June 21.—The first forma! move 
in connection with the trial of the anarchists 
was taken before Judge Garry this imorning. 
A large crowd was present. Spies, Schwab, 
Fielden, Fischer, Eugle, Lingg and Neebe 
were arraigned. When the court had con- 
cluded hearing the pleas of jurorsto be ex- 
cused from serving on the panel, Captain 
Black, as counsel for the accused, asked leave 
to withdraw the plea of not guilty and entered 
a motion.to quash the indictments, which was 
argued at some length. The court at once 
overruled the motion. The defense then made 
a motion for a separate trial for the accused, 
for reasons cited in the petition, heretofore 
telegraphed. The court expressed the view 
that the interests of none of thedefendants 
would be jeopardized. He overruled the mo- 
tion and directed that the trial proceed. De- 
fense then renewed the plea of not guilty, and 
the work of obtaining a jury was proeeeded 
with. 

PARSONS MAKES HIS APPEARANCE. 

Shortly before three o’clock this afternoon, 
Auarcbist Parsons, who has been missing since 
the Haymarket riot, walked into the criminal 
court room accompanied by his attorney. His 
appearance was a surprise to the court aud 
police and court officials. He is supposed to 
have remained in hiding in this city sincethe 
nightof May 3d. Hedrove u} tothe criminal 
court building in a hansom cab and at once 
hurried to the court room, Captain Black 
asked that be be tried with the other prisoners, 
It appears thet last Saturday Captain Black 
had a consultation with Mrs. Parsons. He 
urged her. if she knew where her husband 
was. tocommunicate with him at oace and 
get him tocome to Chicago for trial.

| RAIN AND HAIL. 


SEVERE STORMS REPORTED FROM 
THE WEST~ 


A Hailsto: >» Weighing Seven Pounds—Tin EHoofs 
Perforated Until They Resemble Seine Nets— 
Churches Biown Down—Heavy Loss by 
Storm in Minnesota— Lose of Life. 


GALVESTON, June 21.—Specials to the News 
from Elgin, Manor and Paige, on the line of 
the Austin branch of the Houston and Texas 
Central railway, state that those places and 
surrounding neighborhoods were visited yes- 
terday evening by heavy storms, inflicting 
great damage. At Elgin a thunder, rain and 
hail storm swept over that vicinity, deluging 
a portion ofthe town. Nearly every building 
in the place had windows broken and holes 
knocked in the roofs. Hail fell, varying in 
sifgazom a marble to a man’s head, perforat- 


ion,©”jron and tin roofs like sieve 
nets; a piece of hailstone being 
picked up that actually weighed 


seven pounds. The Methodist church was 
blown from its foundation and demolished. 
The Baptist church was moved slightly out of 
line and windows in the north were wrecked. 
One man was struck down by a hail stone and 
seriously injured. 

HAILSTONES THE SIZE OF A HEN’S EGG. 

At Manor the storm did indiscribable dam- 
age to the crops, hail stones falling as large as 
a hen’s egg. Three churches and many other 
buildings were badly damaged. 

At Mexia. on the main line of the Houston 
and Texas Central railway, in Limestone 
county, the storm struck that place about six 
o'clock, wrecking one church, several small 
houses, unroofing others and badly injuring 
the corn crop. No lives were lost, the people 
hastily seeking shelter in storm houses when 
the gale approached, 

LOSS OF LIFE IN MINNESOTA, 

Sr, Patri, June 21.—Reports of a severe 
storm in Minnesota yesterday are coming in. 
A great deal of damage was done, but no lives 
were lost at Wedena, Fergus Falls and Barnes- 
ville. There was aterrible thunder storm at 
Deer Creek, during which the store of A. D. 
Baker was struck by lightning, and George 
Moody, aclerk, was instantly killed. A. D. 

saker and another clerk were struck senseless 
by the same bolt that killed Moody. The store 
is considerably shattered. 


MINES FLOODBD. 


Disastrous Results of an Explosion in Penn- 
sylvania. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 21.—Sinco the re- 
cent explosion and cave-in at the Mineral 
Spring colliery, at Parsons, owned by the 
Lehigh Valley coal company, the waters of 
Laurel run, a considerable stream, have found 
their way through cracks in the surface and 
are pouring into the mine. Mine No. 3, of the 
Delaware and Hudson canal company, which 
counects with the Mineral Spring colliery, 1s 
also being flocded, and many men and boys 
are thrown out of employment in consequence. 
It is feared that the water will find its way 
into other collieries of the Delaware and Hud- 
son company, in which case disastrous results 
may follow.

GLADSTONE SPEAKS AGAN.

The Premier Addresses 
Edinburg. i 

EpInsvurc, June 21.—Mr. Gladstone ad- 
dressed another large and enthusiastic meet- 
ing here today. In the course of his speech 
he said it was irksome to always be compelled 
to refer to Ireland, but that this was due te 
the tories, who blocked the way sothat the 
government could not get nd of the question 
and proceed to other business of the empire. 
He relied, he added, upon the people’s energy 
to clear the line now, and allow the train of 
progress to go on to its destination. He de- 
nied having cheered Mr. Sexton when the 
latter followed Mr. Chamberlein in the debate 
on the home rule bill, and taunted him with 
being ambitious to be mayorof Birmingham. 
The premier reiterated his demand upon the 
Marquis of Salisbury andjtheEar! of Carnarvon 
to answer the questions he asked of them last 
Friday night, and said he thought that Mr. 
Goschen, formerly a liberal minister, would 
now make a good tory candidate. 

Mr. Gladstone said that he did not complain 
of the secession of Hartington and Bright, 
they were a small faction of the liberal party. 
They had abandoned its traditions which 
were honorable regarding Ireland. As Fux’s 
speeches and the actions of Fitzwilliam Cay— 
erndish showed their descendants were trying 
to resist that policy which, if it had been car- 
ried out, would have saved years of trouble. 
The land purchase bill was applicable at the 
time when he introduced it in the house of 
commons, but he had failed to receive the 
support of Hartington and others. Hedid not 
think England and Scotland received it so 
favorable as they received the home rule bill. 
The cabinet were now free to reapproach the 


whole suhject. If they continu in office 
the cabinet would carry ont the 
home tule programme ~ with 


regard totheir obligatioas. They desired to 
secure iocal self government for Ireland with 
perfect security to imperial union. He had 
never. he declared. concealed his ideas from 
the country when a great crisis had come. 
People had had the audacity tosay that he 
had endeavored to force this question for- 
ward. Last autumn, he said, he foresaw aa 
Irish deinand which would sweep iuto the 
shade aj! other legislation. He foreshadowed, 
but did not foresee that the demand would be 
so wise and moderate. 

Mr.Gladstone further said that he hoped 
they wou: i not let slip a golden opportunity 
which docs not often occur, especially in the 
case of Ireland. The rejection of the home 
ru’e bill would not settlethe question and 
bring peace, but there would be the same 
miserable round of contention. He asked 
thei to listen to prayer reduced to the limits 
of reaton and safety. 

Mr. Gladstone said he was morally certain 
that Lord Salisbury knew that Earl Carnar- 
von’s ideas in regard to Jreland, and did not 
deem those ideas a disqualification for the ap- 
pointment of viceroy of Ireland. [Cheers } 

“Lord Salisbury at the recent mayor's ban- 
quet said in effect simply, asI have said it, 
thateverything ought to be given to promote 
the peace, happiness and contentment of Ire- 
land consistent with the unity of empire and 
the supremacy of the imperial parliament. 
I have’ seen it ‘published that if I had 
an intention to support Lord, Salisbury 


in the measure of home rule. I onght 
not to have kept it in my own 
breast, but ought to have imparted it to Lim. 


I say that this is the very thing I diddo. [I 
imparted it verbally and by letter to a near 
reJative of Lord Salisbury’s, who imparted it 
to Lord Sslisbury,and I received acknowl- 
evgement through him from Lord Salisbury. 


Not only that, I stated it in parliament, 
and it was acknowledged from 
opposition benches. |‘ heers.| So much for 


the wiscom. accuracy and intelligence served 
on the bieakfast table for the enlightenment 
or bewilderment of intelligent people, 
[Lavghter.] Artful attempts have been made 
in some quarters to prove that the preseat 
house of commons is not opposed to home 
rule.’ Here Gladstone entered into an analy-

HIS APPEARANCE BEFORE EMORY 
COLLEGE, 


The Imposing Religious Services at the College 
Chepel—Bishop Key’s Sermon—Some Inter- 
esting Features of the Day-—The Pro- 
gress of the Commencement. 


OxForD, Ga., June 21.—[Special.]—The cool 
breezes of Saturday night and early Sunday 
morning made the weather delightful and most 
favorable for the assembling of a large congre- 
gation, composed of visitors, students and citi- 
zens of Oxford, Covington and vicinity. The 
spacious chapel church was well filled at the 11 
o’clock hour. 

Rev, Bishop Joseph 8. Key, D. D., who 
preached the sermon, has a host of admirers 
at commencement, who had rejoiced at his be- 
ing selected asa bishop by the late general 
conference at Richmond. 

The bishop presents a handsome and com- 
manding appearance. He is an alumnus of 
this college, and is a scholarly gentleman of 
broad eulture. -His sermon was worthy of the 
oecasion and gratifying to his friends, who do 
not hesitate to say that he will take high rank 
in the present college of bishops of the South- 
ern Methodist church. 

The rostrum this morning was occupied by 
the trustees of the college and the large Ox- 
ford church choir. Miss Mamie Haygood, the 
accomplished daughter of the president of the 
beard of trustees, Rev. Dr. A. G. Haygood, 


presided with grace and ability at the organ. 


Just before the services were begun, the 
senior class, numbering thirty-nine young 
men, came into the church in a body, and oc- 
cupled the pews in front of the pulpit, which 
had been specially reserved for them. 

When the young men were seated, the choir 
began the services by singing as a voluntary: 
‘* We praice Thee, (hb, (:od!” after which Rev. 
A. M. Wynn, of the South Georgia conference, 
announced the openivg hymn: “ Jesus, Thou 
everlasting King,” etc., which was spiritediy 
sung by the large congregation. Mr. Wynn 
led inan able and earnest prayer, after which 
the bishop read the morning lessons; one from 
the Cicspel of St. Luke, lst chapter, the other 
from St. John, Ist chapter. 

Rev. T. F. Pierce, of the 
conference, read the second hymn: ‘Sweet 
the moments, rich in blessings,’ ete. Mr. 
TPierce, in appearance, resembles his illustrious 
brother, the late Bishop tieorge IF. Pierce, and 
it issaidthat in some of his sermons the 
‘‘mouth of his brother’s eloguence seems, in a 
measure, to rest”? upon him. 

President Hopkins announced the pro: 
granime of the fusther exercises of the com- 
mencement, 

The bishop's sermon was developed from 
First Timothy, third chapter and sixteenth 
verse: 

“And without controversy great is the mys- 
tery of godliness. God was manifest in the 
flesb, justified in the spirit, seen of angels, 
preached with the Gentiles, belicved on in the 
world, received up into glory.” 

This being his first sermon delivered here 
since his elevation to the episcopacy, the bish- 
op pretaced his discourse by a few appropriate 
remarks upon the dignity and sacredness of 
hig oflice, the importance of the oceasion to 
the young men, and the responsibility resting 
upon him to present more than mere plati- 
tudes, 

His theme was the presentation of the suc 
cessive stages in the ‘‘uufolding of the greatest 
event concerning men and angels, the incar- 
nation of Christ.” The beginning of the incar- 
pation antedated the creation of man: its con- 
summation was the realized ideal of humanity. 
“It 1s the illustration and perfection of all that 
is highest and best in man.” The bishop 
showed that angels and men were both inter- 
ested inthe incarnation, that men are the 
younger brethren of angels, both beihe 
“created inthe image of Ged.’ A mere syn- 
opsis of the sermon wonuid do it an injustice 
and w..J not be attempted. It abounded in 
fine t. yp ghtt aad elegant sentences, 

Rev. pA. Cook, of the south|Georgia con- 
ference, rtad te closing hymn and lead ina 
fervent, elojuent prayer. Aiter the doxolo- 
yy the congregation was dismissed by Bishop 
Key.

most interesting remarks concerning the imis- 
sion work on the other side of the world.

Of th» deaths of per- 
sons over 5 years of age, three were between 5 
and 19 years, four between 10 and 20, three 
between 20 and 40, two between 40 and 50, two 
between 50 and 60, two between 69 and 70, and 
one between 70 aed 50 years,

The object of the conference 
wss to secure to Atlantathe northern termi- 
nus ofthe road. Owing to the general aban- 
donment of business incident to the unveiling 
ofthe Hill monumont and the reception of 
Mo. Jefferson Davis, 

THE CONFERENCE WAS NOT HELD, 
but was postponed until a more favorable 
lime. In the meantime, Mr. Machen returned 
to New York and has not since visited Georgia. 
In consequence, no steps looking to the coun- 
summation of the object of the proposed confer- 
ence have been taken, unless by letter. 

TH CONSTITUTION has already nounced 
that Athens bas secured the norther€ terminus 
ct the road. It is not probable, however, that 
Atbens will obtain the entire benefit of the ar- 
rangement. It has been the policy of Mr. 
Machen to encourage branch roads to all im- 
poltant towns within easy reach of the Cov- 
ington and Macon, and it is known that he is 
favcrabletoa branch to Atlanta.

The Late Judge Junius Hillyer. 

In the death of the Hon. Jypius Hillyer, 
Georgia loses one of her purest, ablest and 
most distinguished sons. | 

Judge Hillyer belonged to a family gifted 
with exceptional intellectual brilliancy. At 
an early age, his talents and attainments 
placed him in the front rank ofthe legal 
profession. He was drawn into public life 
by the wishes of his constituents, served 
with distinction in congress before the war, 
and filled a high position in the United 
States treasury. As a judge, he was noted 
for his clearness, firmness and impartiality. 

Tbroughout his long and honored life of 
four score years, Judge Hillyer continued to 
grow in the love and esteenr of all who 
knew him. His was, in every sense of the 
phrase, the model career of a model man. 
Ent it is not enough tospeak of him simply as 
an eminent lawyer, an able statesman, and a 
learned judge. He rose to astill higher plane. 
He illustrated a grand type of Christian 
maphood. In all the relations of life his 
noble spirituality made itself felt—maie it- 
self an influence for good. The death of 
such a man will be widely mourned, and 
the bereaved relatives will have the sympa- 
thy of al) in their hour of afiliction.

Money Thrown Into the River. 

For forty years or more a persistent effort 
has been made to commit the general ~gov- 
ernment to the scheme of building and keep- 
ing up the lower Mississippi levees. It will 
be recollected that several years ago a plan 
was reported to congress providing for a per- 
manent system of levees at a cost of about 
£50,000,000. The government was staggered 
by the figures, and has ever since fought shy 
of the levee business. 

Still, the general government from first to 
last, has thrown a good sized pile of money 
into the Mississippi, and since 1874 has been 
dumping it in at the rate of $1,000,000 a 
year. The Father of Waters seems to be 
very unhappily placed. He cannot support 
his own offspring, and shows a disposition to 
meander over the country, passing the hat 
around everywhere. Altogether this Mis- 
sissippi outlay has been immense. At first 
the levees were built by the planters, but in 
1£28 the state of Louisiana took a hand in 
the work. Up to 1861 Louisiana had spent 
$24,000,000; Arkansas, 1,000,000; Mis- 
sissippi, $14,500,000; Missouri, $1,- 
640,000, and private individuals, $41,- 
0C0,000. Besides these amounts, it took 
+ 2,000,060 annually to repair the levees. 

In this fight between man and nature, 
man has made hut little headway. Year 
} after year the spring floods sweep away the 
levees and overflow many miles of territo- 
ry. It isevident that the river improve- 
ments of the fature must be on a much 
larger and more costly scale than anything 
that has been attempted in the past, but it is 
now pretty well settled that the country at 
large «loes not propose to foot the bill. The 
states needling the levees will have to build 
them, and they cannot afford to neglect the 
matter in the vain hope of shifting their bur- 
den upon the government. 


The War and Our Humeorists. 
The London Spectator has made a queer 
discovery. It says that American humor is 
of recent growth, and did not make its ap- 
pearance in print until the war. According 
to the Spectator : 

That tremendous event shook the people up to- 
gether, soto say. Inthe huge armies, men from all 
parts got mixed and shuffled; and ideas and no- 
tions and dialects from extreme localities were 
rubbed together, and experiences of all kinds 
were exchanged. Moreover, the custom of ‘‘swap- 
ping stories ’’ was largely indulged in. Somehow, 
a great deal of fun was got out of the incidents of 
the great struggle, and it certainly seems that the 
modern form of American humor had its rise at 
that time. 


There is eome truth in this; but, as a whole, 
it is ridiculous. Our humorists started with 
the first printing press set up in America. 
They flourished during the revolutionary 
period, and later. Before the war, we hada 
flood of comic weeklies and monthlies, and 
humorous books were numerous. Our older 
readers, when they were boys, laughed over 
Irving, Brackenridge, ‘‘ Jack Downing,’ 
‘*Sam Slick,’? “Simon Suggs,’’ ‘ Georgia 
Scenes,’’ ‘* Major Jones’s Courtship,’”’ ‘' Big 
Bear of Arkansas,’’ ‘‘Sut Lovengood,”’ 
“John Phoenix,’’ ‘‘ Doesticks,’ ‘‘Artemns 
Ward,’’ and a host of others. It is a com- 
mon thing to attribute many blessings and 
evils to the war, but it is a mistake to give 
it credit for all the fun in the country. In 
the main, the war was a very serious piece 
of business. It preduced more tears than 
smiles; and bayonets had more to do with it 
than jokes. If the Spectator enjoys Ameri- 
can humor, it should, by all means; go back 
to our earlier writers. It will find them 
fully as entertaining as the later school. 


Kceentric Weather, 

A few weeks ago we called attention to 
the fanciful speculations of a certain weath- 
er prophet, and intimated our disbelief in 
very plain terms. At that time the predic- 
tions seemed improbable. The weather man 
laid out an absurd programme. He declared 
that until September nearly every day wilt 
be cool and cloudy or rainy, and that over- 
coats would be in demand on the first of 
July. 

We had our laugh at the expense of the 
weather prophet, but our mirth was, like 
his weather, unseasonalhle. Things are be- 
ginning to assume a serious aspect. With 
the exception of one bot wave, the weather 
for June has been just what was predicted.

Melong for Market. 

A few timely wogds about melons are in 
order. 

One of the oldest melon men in he south 
is opposed to the shipment of melons not 
fully ripe. Melons gathered for even distant 
markets should not be unripe or over-ripe, 
An unripe melon will ripen, it is true, but it 
will be insipid and unpalatable. Whenover- 
ripe it soon sours. 

The way to do is to go over a melon patch 
every day and pull everything that is ripe. 
With proper care the fully ripe melon will 
keep several weeks, bat it nitist be kept ina 
cool place out of the sun. 

Another point is important. Nove but 
large, well-shaped melous should be shipped. 
They sell best. A ear load of big, fine-look- 
ing melons, will bring more moaey than 
they would with the addition of a hundred 
or two small, insignifieant looking” melons. 

If the melon industry is to he devdloped, 
all these requirements must be attended to,

COLONEL N. J, HAMMOND'S 


Heavy Supplement of His Salary. 

EpITors CONsTITUTION: Voter has written 
two articles appearing in Tur ConstitvTion of 
Saturday and Sunday last, making hypercritical 
mention of Mr. Mynatt’s record in the constitu- 
tional convention in two particulars, neither of 
which has anything todo with the congressional 
race. One relates to the basis of representation in 
the legislature, the other to the granting of irrevo- 
cable charters, 

As tothe first, Mr. Mynatt thought aud argned 
before the conyention that population ought to be 
the basis of representation, and not exteat of terri- 
tory. linvite the public to look to his speech as 
publisbed in the proceedings of the convention. 
The published report is a very meager one. 

As to irrevocable charters, the writer is under the 
impression, and thinks the record will show, that 
Mr. Hammond voted as Mr. Mynatt did on thissub- 
ject. I deem this matter of so little importance 
that I do not take the pains to turn to the record. 

But since Voter is so fond of the record, and 
seems So intent upon adverse criticism of Mr. My- 
natt, we will ask Voter to: the consideration ofa 
part of Mr. Hammond’s record immediately pre- 
ceding the convention. Mr. Hammond's greed of 
cffice is such that he has been in office ever since 
the varend during the war. At 
the -time of and before the  constitu- 
tional convention of 1877 he was attorney general 
for the state of Georgia. As such attorney general 
he was entitled toa salary of $2,000 per annum— 
Code of 1873, 21640. In addition to this, by the 
faine code, 71618, he was entitied “for suits for col- 
lection of money on account of the state out of the 
circuit in which he resides, when litigated 10 per 


cent upon amount collected, and $50 if not 
collected; if oot litigated, fees of solicitor 
general.’’ It is well known tothe public that im- 


naira ont 3 following the administration of Gov- 
ernor Bullock, information were authorized by the 
acts Of 1571 against the officers of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and those in complicity with 
them, to recoverany moneys or any property im- 
properly detained from the state. Jifige stephens 
was employed to represent the state. The inform- 
erin every case had his counsel. Jndge Stephens 
died soon after the passage of the act, and before 
be had proceeded far with the cases. By resolu- 
tion of the legislature of 1872 the attorney general 
was suthorized to take charge of the pending 
suits and of any others it might be necessary to 
institute, and for his services was to be paid such 
compensation as the governor should consider 
reasonable. Mr. Hammond proceeded to appear 
With the counsel of the informers, and 
in all the collections made, which 
large, Mr. Hammond retained 
ten per cent. In the case of the Georgia na 
tional bank Mr. Hammond reports to the governor 
on the 10th of February 1874 that he had paid to 
himself three thousand five hundred and forty- 
four dollars and fifty-eight cents (23,544.58). There 
was no litigation in this case after the death of Mr. 
Stephens, and Mr. Hammond’s connection withi: 
was simply to agree upon terms of settlement. This 
case 18 mentioned as a very prominent one, and 
the facts appear in a manu crip report in the gov- 
ernor’s office, There were a great many suits of 
this character, in several of which large amounts 
were collected. There. seems tobe no record of 
these matters kept any where, showing ia all the 
cases what Mr. Hammond received, but the writer 
presumes Mr. Hammond will not deny retaining 
ten per cent of the amount collected. 
About the same time a large number 
of executions were issned by the comptroller gei- 
eral against the same class of defaulting debiors 
to the State road. The comptroller’s books show 
no return of these fi. fas. The books only show 
that they were putin the hands of the attorney- 
gencral, Mr. Hammond. There is nothing to show, 
so far asthe’ writer can find. what amounts Mr. 
Hammond received upon these collections, but it 
is Well undersicod that Mr. Hammond will not 
deny that he retained ten’per cent of the amounts 
thus collected. These sums were very large, and 
ten cent upon the amounts made several thou- 
sand dollars annually that Mr. Hammond received 
inthis way. The records of the executive office 
do not show that Mr. Hammond had any order to 
take these large amounts of money. The suits 
were al] within his own circuit, and there is cer- 
tainly no Jaw authorizing him to supplement his 
2,000 salary with these vast amounts.

Third, that there be no discrimination in fayor 
of color. 

Fourth, that the governors of the states be re- 
quired annually to file with the secretary of the 
interior the full statistics of the schools. 

Fifth, tbat no state or territory receive more than 
it expended in the previous year from its own rev- 


enues for common schools

Six, that samples of s® 
the secretary of the interior. 

Feventh, that congress have the right to with- 
hold subsequent appropriations if the above con- 
ditions pe not complied with ”

phian, and A. R. Calhoun, of Columbus, Ga., from 
the Philosophian, represefttted the affirmative, 
while Henry Grady Ferguson, of Greenville, from 
the Adelphian, and G. L. Calloway, of Greenville, 
from Philosophian, negatived. Kev. John Stout, 
Rey. A. A. Marshall and Rev. J. M. Rose, jrdges. 
Both sides were strongly presented, and each 
speaker evinced the faet that he had delved deep 
into the merits and objections to the measure. 
The judges rendered a unanimous yerdict for the 
negative,

| eeeine:- 
The Body Meets in Regular Bession and Listen to the 
Reading of Petitions—The Committees Make 


Their Reports-—The License Tax for 
Sclliing Domestic Wines— Details. 


Second-hand clothing houses were boydotted 
by the general council yesterday afternoon. 

During the presentation of petitions Clerk 
Goldsmith read a communication from the 
board of health calling the attention of the 
general council tothe great danger that lurked 
insecond-hand clothing, and suggesting that 
the council pass an ordinance directing the 
mayor to refuse licenses te second-hand cloth- 
ing houses because of the importation of dis- 
eases thereby. 

Mr. Cooper, chairman of the ordinance com- 
mittee, introduced an ordinance prohibiting 
the sale. It was referred. 

The street committee submitted an adverse 
report upon the petition of the Atlanta Street 
Railroad company to pave Whitehall street 
between the rails with rubble instead of be!- 
gian bloeks. 

“IT am sorry,” said Mr. Roy, as soon as the 
report had been read, “that the committee has 
made that report. The street railroad men 
want to place rubble there because the belvian 
blocks become so smooth that it is harder 
work for mules to travel. I think we should 
grant the petition.”’ 

‘T can’t see how we can do it,” said Mr. 
Mitchell, chairman of the committee. “The 
ordinance says the street must be paved with 
granite. Suppose we have the opinion of the 
city atterney-upon the question.” 

Mr, (ioodwin stated that the petition conld 
not be granted without violating the ordi- 
nance, “Girapite blocks are better,” he said, 
“than rubble, and citizens could justly com- 
plain. Now, ifthe ordinance called for rub- 
ble on the street, and the company wanted to 
put down granite, it could do so because they 
would then be given something better than 
was orderet.”’

HIS DEATH YESTERDAY AT HIS 
HOME IN DECATUR. 


4 Great and Good Maen Passes Into the Heavenly 
Kingoom-A Brief History of the Lifeof One 
of Georgia’s Truest Sons—The 
Funeral Services this Afternoon. 


Judge Junius Hillyer is dead! 

This great and good man has fallen asleep. 

At eleven o'clock yesterday Judge Hillyer 
died at his home in Decatur. He had only 
been sick since Friday night, and his death 
was wholly unexpected and is a terrible blow 
to thoce whe knew and loved him. He was 
in the city Thursday last, hale and hearty, 
but upon returning home he was taken sick 
with something like cholera morbus, and 
ot gradually worse till yesterday, when he 

ied. ;

The deceased was one of three brothers, 
Rev. John F. Hillyer, a noted Baptist divine 
ot Texas, who is now eighty-two years old,and 
Kev. Shaler G. Hillyer, a Baptist minister of 
Washi pgton, Ga., me is now in his seventy- 
eighth year. Both gentlemen have 

BEEN IN THE PULPIT 
for nearly sixty years. Judge Hillyer, at the 
time ot his death had been a consistent mem- 
ber of the Baptist church for sixty years. The 


and were men of unusual mental and bodiy 
vigor. The eldest and youngest ati'| survive. 
Their father was Colonel Shaler Hillyer, one 
of the early settlers, and their mother 
was a- “daughter of Captain John 
noted partisan soldier 
of that region in the revolutionary war. Judge 
Hillyer graduated at the State university in 
the year 1828, and at once entered upon a suc- 
cessful career in the practice of law. Among 
his classmates were Charles and William 
Dougherty, Charles J. Jenkins, A. H. Steph- 
ens, Jobn J. Floyd, Hines Holt. and other 
noted men of that elder day. He won his 
fame and success in the celebrated bar of the 
Western and Northern circuits, and ranked as 
a pecr of Lumpkin, Clayton, the Cobbs, Hutch- 
ins. Hul], Cone, Holt, and Chief Justice James 
Jackson, and others of like fame. 
: EARLY IN-HIS CAREER 
he was elected solicitor-general of the Western 
circuit, and was soon promoted to the judge- 
ship. He won high encomiums from the emi- 
bent bar with which he was associated. 
He was’ twice elected to congress, 
serving in that body from 1850 to 1854, and 
was soliciter of the treasury at Washington 
city for four years, and up to the time of the 
beginning of the war, when Georgia, having 
seceded, he resigned and cast his lot with the 
people of his state. After the war two of his 
sons, Mayor George Hillyer and Mr. Henry 
Hillyer, having settled in Atlanta, he moved 
te Decatur in order to be nearthem. At that 
place he lived principally in retirement,and 
was part of the time a member of the law firm 
of Hillyer & Brother. The la‘ter years of his 
life were spent in easy retirement, with the 
moderate competency reserved to him by 
sears of 
INTEGRITY AND FRUGALITY. 

All of bis life he was an open, avowed and 
consistent witness, both in his walk and con- 
versation, to the truthsof religion. Whilsta 
strict member ofthe Baptist church, he was 
not at all sectarian in any invidious sense, but 
loved a good man of whatever name. It was 
his habit, especially in his latter years of life, 
to speak in church meetings, and his earnest, 
Christian life, sound theological views and 
earnest words were a marked factor 
for good in the community. 
His loss must necessarily be very 
deeply felt. He was a noted landmark of the 
sterling integrity, pure life, and high sense 
of honorof the noted men of a past-genera- 
tion, whose memories are to be cherished and 
whose examples are a light for our feet. His 
early associates and situations were such 
as tomake him know more about the history 
of Georgia in that critical and most interest- 
ing period of her controversies in the days of 

CLARKE AND TROUP 
and Augustin S. Clayton, in regard to the re- 
moval ofthe Cherokee and Creek Indians, 
than any other man probably who has been 
spared to revive and live among us in the last 
twelve or fifteen years or more. It is under- 
stood that in the form ofa journal and recol- 
lections written out in the latter years of his 
leisure, he has some very interesting memoirs 
on these and kindred subjects,which doubtless 
would be instructive and _ interesting 
if they ever find their way into print. He 
had in those times a personal acquaintance 
with John Howard Payne, the famous poet 
and author of “‘Home,Sweet Home,” and 
would give to his friends probably the only 
correct account of the adventures of that cele- 
brated man, when in the camps of the 
Cherokee Indians he was captured by 
the Georgia state troops, and after they had 
recognized him by one of them singing that 
famous air, the rigor of his captivity was mit- 
igated, and he was sent on parole to Athens. 
Judge Hillyer got up and® 
CIRCULATED THE FIRST CALL 
for a public meeting in the town of Athens 
which projected the building of the Georgia 
road, and he was a most active and effective 
promoter of that enterprise until it was fin- 
ished. He was a stockholder and intimately 
associated in its affairs for many years after- 
wards. The course of his whole life, the ac- 
tive part of it, was singularly stirring and 
eventful, and a detailed account of it would 
be most interesting and instructive reading. 
He was a most remarkable mixture in his 
character of caution, forethought, justice and 
moderation, but mingled with a singular de- 
gree of vigor and firmness, so that whilst 
never aspiring to what might be called great 
brilliancy, yet disaster and defeat were almost 
unknown in any partof hiscareer. Like all 
the brothers, he was blessed with an iron’con- 
stitution, and until the day when he was at- 
tacked with his last and almost only illness, 
gave promise of strength that might well 
carry him through a half-score or more of 
years of 
ENJOYMENT AND USEFULNESS. 

But when the sands of his four score years 
were nearly run out, he died ina serene and 
good old age, surrounded by his friends and 
his children, all of whom were with him at 
his bedside in his last hours, except a daugh- 
ter who lives in Mississippi. : 

Judge Hillyer bas four sons, Dr. Ebin, Hill- 
yer, president of the Rome railroad; Mayor 
George Hillyer, of Atlanta; Mr. Carlton Hill- 
yer, auditor of the Georgia railroad, Augusta:
